The application has been amended as follows: In claim 9, line 5, the word 
"electrovalve" has been deleted and replaced with the word -electrovalves--. In claim 9, 
line 14, the period (".") after the word "level" is hereby replaced with a comma (","). In 
claim 1 1 , line 1 , the word "the" has been deleted. In claim 17, line 3, the comma (",") 
has been deleted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
recites a control means configured to obtain at leas a drawing cycle from an initial status 
where the drawing-off means is engaged in a receptacle, said first and second 
electrovalves are open and the third electrovalve is closed, the motor stopped, and the 
rod/piston units are in the idle position," wherein said control means controls a drawing 
cycle that specifically includes "a first transitory step," followed by a "drawing-off phase," 
followed by a "second transitory phase." The cited prior art neither teaches nor fairly 
suggests a control means that controls the opening and closing of three separate 
electrovalves in the particular sequence recited.
